REGARDING PROHIBITION 
Eprrox Bu.iarix. 

In Nov. 10th, ’98, issue of the But- 
LETIN there appeared an editorial oa 
the plebiscite which I humbly beg to 
criticise, since none of the probibition 
stalwarts have given it consideration 
through your columns. 

After dealing at some length upon 
difficulties to be encountered in enact- 
ing prohibition due to the adverse vote 
of Quebec, you deduce two great diff- 
culties: “ist. The question whether 
the national majority is sufficient to 
justify the enactment of a national 
prohibitery law.” “2nd. The plain and 
unquestionsble fact that throughout a 
patt of the Dominion comprising nearly 
a third of the total population such a 
law, if enected, must fail of enforce- 
ment.” 

The premises which seemingly is 
the basis of your firat great difficulty 
is Quebec's negative vote. Now, even 
if the Quebec majority could not be 
reduced by 30 or 40 thousand, as 
Quebec executive chairman Bond 
claims, would this majority against, be 
entertained by the liberals, for instance 
in the last Dominion elections, as a 
just reason why they should not come 
into power, when they had even a 
amaller national majority? Never. 
Wherin then is the fairness in enter- 
teining such yiews—which cf course— 
however they may be intended—gratify 
the liquor element ? 

This brings np an instance which 
occurred at a polling division not a 
hundred miles from Olds, in the last 
Dominion election, where only about 
20 voters presented themselves, but 
only 3 Oliver votes and in the 
neighborhood of 37 Cochrane votes 
were cast. Now, Mr. Editor, would it 
not be just as plausible for the con- 
servatives ia the last Dominion contest 
to have claimed that sinee, at this 
certain polling division there was such 
an adverse Oliver vote that the liberals 
could not expect to gain national 
supremacy and maintain the same with 
any degree of success? The cases are 
parallel. but with the Quebec vote on 
the prohibition question es chairman 
Bond asserts “There isa prima facie 
evidence of ballott stuffing, both in the 
city of Montreal and in the rural 
districte,” &c.—the illegal vote was 
carried on upon a wholesale basis. 
And here Mr. Editor, you, or no other 
fair minded man would dare to accuse 
the prohibitionists of ballot stuffing so 
you see the “game” was played by the 
“* personal liberty ” lovers wholly, hence 
the fine work cannot be credited to 
both sides as is the case in Dominion 
eleetion fights, and aside from the 
abeve mentioned “irregularities” we 
must not forget to bear in mind the 
overwhelming pressure that was brought 
to bear upon the French who stand in 
awe of their revered leader Sir Wilfrid. 
Up to about 10 deys prior to the 
plebiscite the prohibition workers in 
Quebec were receiving co-operatior 
from many of the Catholie leaders ; 
promises were made to do close scruti- 
neer work at the polls and withal the 
situation appeared hopeful of holding 
down the negative majority. But at 
this juncture in pounced four of the 
premier’s cabinet, like roaring lions, 
and set up ac electric cry among the 
whole French of Quebec that prohibi- 
tion would endanger the party and 
ruin their leader, Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 
While the latter repudiated his having 
any knowledge of this system of 
warfare, the unprincipled scheme did 
its work of scaring would-be prohibi- 
tion voters from doing their duty. 
Then, with it an open secret that the 
most flagrant fraud was exercised at 
the polls by the whisky element and a 
“thumbscrew” attachment placed 
upon the French temperance element, 
which, according to the comptroller of 
inland revenue before the royal com- 
mission, comprises about one-third of 
the municipalities, we are to entertain 
this largely bogus megative vote of 
Quebec! Of course, Mr. Editor, we 
have no doubt that your views—with 
the recent light on the situation—may 
be considerably changed now ; but why 
not tell us ao 

As to difficulty No. 2, it seems 
to our humble self, that if the first 
difficulty is proven to be one of sandy 
feundation surely the second obstacle 
must also dissolve as the two apparent 
barriers are interdependent to no small 
degree. 

Then as to prohibition not prohibit- 
ing—the great ery of the brewers and 
distillers. Can a prohibition be named 
that wholly exterminated or ennibilat- 
ed? Should we wait for a thousand 
years the same cry would be flung to 
the prohibits and they would be told 
to keep cool and wait and wait and 
wait. Such a babble should never 
discourage valient fighters in a cause 
worthy of the best efforts of the best 
people of any land. Of course prohibi 
tionists. are in s strong pesition to 
demand prohibition and the only 


the whiskey politicians should have 
full sway and inside of 50 years de- 
mand that laborers swim in whiskey to 
and from work. Now, Mr. Editor, 
what are we to take from your sugges- 
tion re provincial rights in this ques- 
tion? Is this a sort of preamble to 
what the Lanier government is going 
to sling at the prohibs to appease their 
righteous wrath? Radiant smiles from 
Mr. Laurier won’t count any longer. 
The probibitionists of this broad do- 
main are nigh to the boiling point, 
churches are learning that resolutions 
must find their way into the ballot box 
and all that is necessary in setting om 
foot a third political party—a ibi- 
tion party—is for great liberal 
party to pay no heed to the mandate 
of the people of the Dominion of 
Canada and thus prove themselves 
unfit to carry a progressive people to & 
higher standard of citizenship and @ 
grand country to a higher standard of 
civilization: And now may I add that 
I am certain that Alberta probibition- 
ists knowing our member to be inde- 
pendent on other questions are also 
hopeful, yes trustful, that he will put 
forth the effort of his life in giving 
Canada her dues upon so vital 
question.

SUPREME COURT. 

The Beebe mail robbing case oceu- 
pied the court all Monday, and the 
greater part of Tuesday and Wednes- 
day. Twenty-eight witnesses were 
examined, of this number the pro- 


sécution produced 19 and the defence 
9. In addition to the mail clerks 
mentioned in last issue the crown’s 
witnesses were: A. Taylor, post- 
master at Edmonten, who produced 
plan of the offiee and explained how 
the office was eonducted; Jas. A. 
Ross, assistant postmaster, whose ex- 
amination was on much the same 
nes; D. J. Collins, who posted the 
letter from which the $25 was ab- 
stracted, and Mrs. Collins, who sub- 
sequently received the letter at Arm- 
strong, B. C., after it had been opened 
and the money removed. Beebe had 
stated to Alex. Taylor that he (Bebee) 
had received a telegram requiring 
him to leave for home at once; that 
he had enly some $21 and expected 
to make up the balanee required to 
take him home by the sale of a cornet 
to a barber in South Edmonton. F. 
Webb was produced and testified to 
having sold the prisoner a ticket for 
$30, and Mrs. Bailey swore to having 
received $10 from him for board after 
his declaration that ke had only $21. 
F. Richards and John Mc Withey, the 
only barbers in South Edmonton, 
swore to never having had any con- 
versation with the accused regarding 
the purchase of « cornet. Geo. A. 
Voyer and Fred T. English, telegraph 
operators, proved that no telegrams 
had been received for the accused at 
the time and of the nature ke had 
stated. L. Gully and T. J. Furnival 
testified to the amount of meney the 
prisoner had expended for bicycle 
hire and otherwise. For the defence : 
Const. Clark, R. Hoskley, G. Thomp- 
son, Geo. Price, J. R. Boyle and J. 
W. Kelly deposed as to the amount 
of money the accused had earned as a 
musician. It was established that he 
had earned by this meana some $21 
during the summer. N. Daniels swore 
to having posted in the Edmonton 
offiee im August last, after Bebee left, 
an unregistered letter containing $25, 
which letter had never been heard of 
since. W. M. Aitken was also ex- 
amined as to the possibility of the 
letter baving gone astray in the Cal- 
gary effice. All the evidence was in on 
Tuesday night, and on the open- 
ing of court on Wednesday merning 
C. W. Cross, advocate for the prisoner, 
commenced ‘his address to the jury. 
The address occupied two hours and a 
half, and was a clever argument on 
behalf of the prisoner and an earnest 
appeal for his discharge. Mr. Beek 
followed, for the crowa, giving a care- 
ful resume of the net of evidenee 
which the prosecution had woven 
around the accused. The addresses 
of counsel occupied all forenoon and 
on the court resuming after lunch the 
judge charged the jury who retired 
and after half an hours deliberation 
returned with a verdict of not guilty. 
The prisoner was thereupon discharg- 
ed, but before leaving the court room 
was again arrested, this time on a 
charge of obtaining money under false 
pretences. 

Queen vs. J. M. Lambert, alias 
Jones, theft of a pair of bob sleighs, 
came up yesterday. The prisoner 
plead guilty and was sentenced to five 
months at Fort Saskatchewan, with 
hard labor. On being arrested and 
searched’a choiee collection of skele- 
ton keys were found in the prisoners

MARKETS. 

Wheat remains unchanged, 50c for 
No. 1. A telegram from Fort Wil- 
liam yesterday quotes the market 
there as quiet, 68c to 69e for spot. 

Oats 20c to 25c. 

Hay $4 to $5, very plentiful. 

Eggs plentiful at 18c to 20c, The 
tendency is for a further drop. 

Butter plentiful at 17c to 20c. 


WHEAT. 


Commereial: Not for a long time 
has there been such a dull week in the 
wheat markets as the past week has 
proved te be. The speculative markets 
have moved up and down within very 
narrow limits and the trading therein 
has been confined for the most part 
to the professional element, with very 
little support from the outside. These 
markets close at praetically the same 
figure as a week ago. In the absence 
of reliably authentic information as to 
whether the Ameriean winter wheat 
has or has not been mueh injured by 
recent severe cold there seema to be a 
disposition to hold off from either 
buying or selling which causes current 
markets to be quiet and featureless. 
In the ‘States, opinion in a general 
way tends to disbelief im serious 
damage having been done, but it will 
take a little while yet before the 
changing season fully discloses the 
situation in this respect. Trade in 
actual wheat pursues the even tenor 
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continues to withetand all temptation 
on the part of the holder of wheat to 
relieve him prematurely of his load. 
The flour market is also very slow, 
and the difficulty in selling flour un- 
doubtedly helpz to hold back the 
demand for wheat. 


THOROUGHBRED STOCK. 

In order to facilitate as much as 
possible inter-provincial trade, the 
Pure Bred Cattle Breeders’ Associa- 
tion have arranged to co-operate with 
the Territorial government in the 
shipping of pure bred bulls from 
Manitoba to the Territories. , 

Farmers or ranchers in the Ter- 
ritories wishing to get bulls from 
Manitoba should make application st 
once to C. W. Peterson, deputy com- 
missioner of agriculture, Regina. 
The government requires a deposit of 
five dollars a head along with the 
application ; all transportation charges 
in excess of this amount are assu 
by the government. 

Manitoba breeders selling bulls for 
shipment to Territorial points shoul 
at onee notify the secretary of the 
Pure Bred Cattle Breeders’ Associa- 
tion. 

The first car will likely be forward- 
ed in April. The bulls will be ship- 
ed in charge of a competent attendant, 
and delivered at the nearest railroad 
point to the purchaser. Shippers are 
expected to make the arrangements 
for collecting the stock as convenient 
as possible, so as to reduce expenses 
to a minimum. 


LESSER SLAVE LAKE 


Messrs. C. E. Kruse and W. F. 
Kaecke, of Chicago, who are wintering 
at Grand Prairie, arrived at the lake on 
the 6th February to meet freighter 
Morrison who brought their supplies 
from Edmonton. They report a splen- 
did winter at the Prairie and several 
parties of prospectors are trapping there 
with good success. All the outfits put 
up hfy for their horses but had not 
fed a pound as the chinook prevails in 
that country, and steck runsall the 
year around.
